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Foreword 


'  I  IME  dims  the  fondest  of 
*-  memories.  It  is,  therefore,  the 
*  purpose  of  this,  "The  1927 
Obelisk",  to  record  those  things 
which  in  all  after  school  life  ipill 
make  it  impossible  for  us  to  forqet 
those  Dear  Old  S.  1.  N.  U.  memo^ 
ries  and  the  cherished  friendships 
that  mean  so  much  to  us. 
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When  a  new  building  is  secured  or  dedicated,  we  show 
our  sense  of  its  importance  by  exercises  of  a  festive  character 
and  by  public  declarations  of  our  good  fortune.  This  is  en' 
tirely  as  it  should  be  because  no  college  today  can  accomplish 
its  great  purposes  without  proper  housing  and  adequate  equip- 
ment. 

However,  our  enthusiasm  for  buildings  and  objective  ap- 
pliances  should  not  blind  us  to  the  less  obtrusive,  but  more 
significant  advances  in  organisation,  in  curriculum,  and  in  teach- 
ing efficiency  which  represent  the  spiritual  values  for  the  at- 
tainment of  which  buildings  and  grounds  and  equipment  are 
but  a  means  to  an  end. 

Without  doubt,  the  greatest  single  advance  our  school  has 
yet  made  occurred  last  year  when  we  gained  recognition  as  a 
Class  B  college.  The  story  of  this  achievement  is  briefly  sum- 
marized for  the  readers  of  the  Obelisk. 

In  November,  1925,  at  the  request  of  President  Shryock, 
President  Kinley  of  the  University  of  Illinois  authorized  the 
University  Committee  on  Admission  from  Higher  Institutions 
of  Learning  to  make  the  necessary  investigation  of  our  school 
to  determine  its  fitness  to  receive  Class  B  classification.    A  sub- 
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committee  appointed  by  this  Committee  in  turn  visited  us,  gave 
us  a  thorough  inspection,  and  indicated  the  conditions  we 
should  have  to  meet. 

Most  of  the  conditions  had  already  been  provided,  among 
which  were  the  following:  a  complete  separation  of  the  high 
school  from  the  college  with  a  separate  faculty  and  separate 
classes,  together  with  a  reduction  in  high  school  enrollment  to 
a  number  needed  for  training  school  purposes;  the  admission 
to  the  college  of  only  the  graduates  of  four-year  accredited  or 
recognised  high  schools,  or  the  equivalent  of  such;  a  stipulated 
proportion  of  senior  college  students  to  the  total  number  en' 
rolled;  adequate  library  facilities;  and  an  annual  income  suffi- 
cient for  the  support  of  the  school.  Two  other  conditions 
imposed  by  the  committee  were  a  guaranteed  improvement  of 
the  faculty  in  number  and  academic  prestige,  and  a  remaking 
of  our  college  curriculum  in  accordance  with  the  standards  of 
the  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  with  such  modifications  as  are  necessary  to  make  room 
for  professional  courses.  To  meet  the  last  requirement,  our 
curriculum  was  completely  rebuilt  by  a  committee  of  our  fac- 
ulty appointed  by  President  Shryock,  and  was  submitted  to  the 
sub-committee  of  the  University  who  in  turn  unanimously 
recommended  that  we  be  granted  the  status  of  a  Class  B  Col- 
lege. 
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In  attempting  to  gauge  how  much  this  new  classification 
means  to  the  school,  we  may  consider  the  following  advantages: 
first,  the  admission  of  our  four^year  graduates  to  the  Graduate 
School  of  the  University  of  Illinois;  second,  the  eligibility  of 
our  four-year  graduates  to  teach  in  any  high  school  of  the 
North  Central  Association;  third,  the  standardizing  of  our 
curriculum  so  that  it  is  practically  interchangeable  year  by  year 
with  that  of  any  other  standardised  college  or  university; 
fourth,  the  greatly  enhanced  prestige  of  our  school  and  of  all 
those  who  are,  or  have  been,  connected  with  it.  In  all  his 
brilliantly  conceived  and  executed  plans  for  promoting  the  dc 
velopment  of  our  institution,  President  Shryock  has  probably 
rendered  his  greatest  service  in  lifting  us  to  the  plane  of  a  Class 
B  College.

Then  we  are  reassured  as  we  hear  our  Alma  Mater  whisper,  "Be 
not  afraid,"  and  catching  the  vision  we  are  gone. 
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More  and  more  the  students  and  faculty 
have  come  to  realize  that  the  growth  of  the  school 
in  the  future  depends  essentially  upon  that 
steadily  increasing  organization — the  Senior 
College. 

The  development  of  the  Junior  Class,  more 
than  any  other  in  school,  is  the  criterion  by 
which  that  growth  and  the  achievements  of  the 
whole  school  are  measured. 

A  scholarly  atmosphere — for  that  is  what 
determines  the  quality  of  a  University — prevails 
in  the  Junior  and  Senior  classes.  By  raising 
such  standards  we  are  indeed  approaching 
Class  A !

This  class,  the  old  Normal  Seniors,  though  smaller 
by  a  round  hundred  than  last  year,  has  performed  its 
usual  amount  of  work.  It  would  seem  that  when  tasks 
are  too. hard  for  anyone  else  they  are  just  right  for 
Sophomores.  Despite  handicap  in  numbers,  they  fur- 
nished a  football  captain,  presidents  for  the  Soeratic 
Society,  Strut  and  Fret,  Editor  and  Business  Manager 
for  the  Obelisk,  several  sub-editors  for  the  Egyptian, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  many  presidents  and  leaders  of 
the  other  organizations  on  the  campus. 
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Our  Student  Council,  reorganized  by  President  Shryock  in  1926,  has  within 
the  current  year  participated  in  the  accomplishment  of  a  number  of  adminis- 
trative matters  of  vital  importance  to  our  college. 

Among  these  matters,  two  may  be  singled  out  as  of  special  significance,  the 
committing  of  the  school  to  the  payment  of  the  dollar  athletic  fee,  and  the  change 
from  the  percentile  to  the  five-point  system  of  grading  the  work  of  students. 

The  policy  of  collecting  from  each  student  a  dollar  athletic  fee  each  term 
has  been  already  justified  by  its  fruits :  adequate  financial  support  of  athletics, 
hitherto  lacking,  and  a  vastly  increased  student  attendance  at  all  games  and 
events,  together  with  a  corresponding  .increase  of  student  interest  in  athletics. 

Our  new  plan  of  grading  is  in  part  the  outcome  of  our  recent  Class  B  classi- 
fication at  the  hands  of  the  University  of  Illinois,  which  classification  has  made 
it  all  the  more  advisable  for  us  to  use  the  same  s,ystem  of  marking  as  is  employed 
at  Illinois  and  other  universities,  and  at  most  teachers'  colleges,  the  five-point 
letter  system  as  follows :  A,  Excellent ;  B,  Good ;  C,  Fair  or  Average ;  D,  Poor 
and  Barely  Passing;  E,  Failure.  It  is  probable  that  the  five-point  system  intelli- 
gently administered  can  be  made  the  means  of  improving  the  quality  of  class- 
room performance.  At  any  rate,  it  is  a  satisfaction  to  know  that  in  our  termin- 
ology of  grading,  we  employ  the  language  that  is  spoken  in  the  leading  colleges 
and  universities. 

These  illustrations  of  council  activities  are  sufficient  to  make  obvious  the 
essential  function  of  the  council  which  is  to  serve  as  a  means  whereby  Faculty 
and  Students  can  work  together  with  mutual  understanding  and  good  will  to 
further  the  best  interests  of  the  school.

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Until  1925  the  high  school  department  of  this  insti- 
tution was  not  a  distinct  organization.  Last  year  it  was 
definitely  separated  from  the  college,  but  nothing  much 
was  done  towards  organizing  it.  This  year  teachers  and 
students  have  worked  together  and  accomplished  a 
great  deal.  For  the  first  time  a  University  High  Bas- 
ket Ball  Team  was  organized.  Although  there  were 
not  many  who  were  eligible  to  play  because  of  their  age, 
Mr.  Warren  picked  a  good  team.  The  rest  of  the  High 
school  organized  a  "pep"  club  and  the  team  was  backed 
by  enthusiastic  crowds.  At  the  beginning  of  the  winter 
term,  due  to  the  efforts  of  Miss  Barbour  and  Mr.  War- 
ren, the  EGYPTIAN  gave  the  high  school  some  space 
for  their  news  items.  This  part  of  the  paper  is  called 
HIGH  LIFE.  Also  another  important  factor  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  University  High  School  has  been  that 
it  was  admitted  to  the  Egyptian  Athletic  Conference. 
This  means  that  University  High  School  is  now  eligible 
to  enter  tournaments  and  athletic  meets  sponsored  by 
this  conference.  The  juniors  revived  an  old  custom  by 
giving  the  seniors  a  banquet,  financed  by  the  presenta- 
tion of  THURSDAY  EYENINCI.  The  foundation  is 
laid  and  a  successful  future  is  prophesied  for  Univer- 
sitv  High  School. 
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The  student  body  at  Univer- 
sity High  School  is  made  up  of 
boys  and  girls  from  all  over 
southern  Illinois.  Although  there 
are  some  members  who  reside  in 
Carbondale,  the  majority  come 
from  the  surrounding  country, 
and  small  towns  that  do  not  sup- 
port local  high  schools.  Most  of 
the  high  school  students  go 
through  the  Normal.  A  few,  how- 
ever, leave  to  attend  schools  that 
specialize    in    professions    other 
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The  Junior  Class  of  1927  started  the  Fall  term  with 
an  enrollment  of  sixty-seven  brilliant  students.  When 
the  Winter  tern1  came  only  fifty-eight  enrolled  hut  the 
number  was  raised  to  sixty-six  the  Spring  term. 

The  Juniors  have  had  a  good  school  spirit  all  this 
year.  They  have  shown  this  spirit  not  only  in  their 
school  activities  but  in  the  class  room  as  well.  Most  of  - 
the  class  has  measured  up  to  the  standard  of  the  S.  I.  3JL 
U.  and  in  a  couple  of  years  will  make  a  good  addition  to 
the  Normal  enrollment. 
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Twenty-nine  students  started  the  year  in  the  second 
year  High  School  class.  This  number  had  diminished 
to  twenty-four  by  the  Winter  term  and  to  twenty-two 
by  the  Spring  term. 

The  Second  Year  Class  has  been  very  active  in 
school  activities  this  year  and  has  also  shown  their 
value  in  the  class  room  as  well,  as  many  brilliant  stu- 
dents are  to  be  found  enrolled  in  this  class.

One  of  the  decisive  factors 
in  determining  just  how  much 
school  spirit  a  school  possesses  is 
the  zest  and  enthusiasm  with 
which  students  enter  into  the 
various  campus  activities.  Con- 
sidered from  this  standpoint, 
►S.I.N.U.  has,  indeed,  her  share  of 
that  intangible,  indefinable  some- 
thing' called  school  spirit. 

Every  bit  of  the  work  of  some 
twenty-five  campus  organizations 
is  carried  on  solely  and  complete- 
ly through  the  efforts  of  student 
members  who  thereby  gain  for 
themselves  qualities  of  self-reli- 
ance and  leadership  which  no 
other  phase  of  school  work  so 
surely  develops. 

May  these  organizations  con- 
tinue to  be  a  source  of  training 
as  well  as  pleasure  to  all  future 
students  of  our  dear  Alma  Mater. 
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The  name  "Zetetic"  means  "To  see,"  or  "Lovers  of  knowledge."  The 
motto  of  the  organization  is  "Learn  to  Labor  and  to  Wait."  The  aim  of  this 
particular  organization  is  to  nourish  the  ideals  which  have  become  an  inheritance 
so  that  future  Zetetics  may  still  be  proud  of  the  history  of  their  Society. 

This  Society  is  the  very  oldest  organization  of  S.  I.  N.  U.  and  was  founded 
in  1874.  When  the  student  body  petitioned  the  Faculty  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees  for  permission  to  organize  a  literary  society,  Dr.  Allyn,  the  president 
at  that  time,  was  in  favor  of  forming  separate  societies  for  the  young  men  and 
the  young  women.  But  when  the  students  were  opposed  to  the  separation  of 
social  and  literary  life  of  the  school,  a  petition  was  granted  for  a  society  which 
admitted  both  men  and  women  as  members.  Miss  May  Wright  was  the  first 
President  of  the  Zetetic  Society ;  Mr.  Hebar  Roberts,  Vice-President ;  and  Miss 
N.  E.  Sherman,  Secretary. 

The  first  work  was  begun  in  a  bare  room  on  the  second  floor  of  the  old  Main 
Building.  There  were  no  curtains,  no  seats  except  school  benches,  no  tables, 
and  no  lights  except  a  borrowed  coal  oil  lamp.  Each  student  had  to  carry  his 
own  lantern  and  blindly  grope  his  way  through  the  dark  halls.  By  means  of 
entertainments  the  society  was  soon  able  to  purchase  furniture,  and  now  has  a 
very  comfortable  hall  in  the  Library  Building. 

The  first  spring  entertainments  consisted  of  the  Zetetic  Journal,  recitations, 
tableaux,  and  original  dialogues,  Now,  the  Spring  Entertainment  is  the  main 
event  of  the  year  for  the  society  entertainment  consists  of  a  play.  The  play 
which  was  given  last  year  was  entitled  "Only  38"  and  added  another  laurel  to 
the  society.  Another  outstanding  annual  feature  which  is  looked  forward  to  is 
the  Zetetic  Banquet. 

The  Zetetic  Society  has  done  much  to  unite  the  interests  of  the  student  body 
and  has  contributed  to  the  cultivation  of  a  spirit  of  co-operation  and  fellowship, 
besides  giving  a  deeper  insight  into  college  life  than  could  be  received  in  the 
classroom.

One  of  the  biggest  projects  ever  attempted  by  the  Society,  that  of  compiling 
a  history  of  the  Alumnae  was  begun  this  year.  This  record  consists  of  detailed 
accounts  of  the  past  and  present  activities  of  all  Socrats.  While  this  necessi- 
tates a  vast  amount  of  work,  it  will  result  in  an  invaluable  collection  of  records 
for  the  Society. 

It  is  our  hope  that  the  great  and  good  work  thus  far  accomplished  by  the 
Socratic  Society  may  be  continued  in  the  future  on  a  larger  and  more  compre- 
hensive scale  than  ever  before.

High  in  rank  among  the  many  campus  organizations  stands  the  Forum,  a 
debating  society  for  boys  only.  Although  its  purpose  is  to  develop  in  its  mem- 
bers the  art  of  public  speaking,  this  is  by  no  means  the  only  benefit  which  they 
who  are  affiliated  with  this  club  derive.  Invaluable  training  in  leadership  and 
ability  to  understand  and  discuss  problems  of  the  day  is  certainly  also  given  by 
the  Forum. 

Starting  out  in  the  fall  term  with  but  one  officer  and  but  one  member,  it 
has  since  reached  the  total  of  twenty-five  which  is  the  limit  to  the  number  of 
members  who  can  belong  at  any  one  time.  Mr.  T.  L.  Bryant  was  chosen  as 
Faculty  Advisor  and  the  successful  year  which  has  ensued  is  an  indication  of  his 
evident  fitness  to  assume  such  a  responsibility. 

Each  Monday  night  this  enthusiastic  group  meets  to  debate,  give  extempo-' 
raneous  talks,  and  enjoy  hot  drills  in  parliamentary  practice. 

The  crowning  event  of  the  year  is  of  course  participation  in  the  Tri-Club 
Debates.

Determined  that  the  debating  talent  of  S.  I.  N.  I".  should  not  live  by  the 
Forum  alone,  in  1916  our  boys  who  had  been  denied  membership  in  that  organi- 
zation decided  to  start  a  new  debating  club.  After  a  great  deal  of  solicitation 
and  many  conferences  and  discussions,  a  formal  meeting  of  a  new  club,  the 
Agora,  was  held  and  twenty-two  elected  to  membership. 

In  April,  1917,  war  was  declared  and  one-half  of  the  members  were  in  ser- 
vice before  the  beginning  of  the  next  school  term.  One  member,  Nolan  Smith. 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  on  the  field  of  honor.  In  the  years  of  '17  and  ?18, 
therefore,  there  were  not  enough  members  or  sufficient  interest  to  foster  organi- 
zation. 

In  1919,  the  Agora  was  resurrected  and  set  to  doing  new  and  greater  work 
than  before.  Miss  Baldwin  was  chosen  Faculty  Advisor  and  Coach.  The  con- 
fidence that  the  club  has  in  her  is  evidenced  by  the  fact  that  she  still  holds  that 
position.  The  "mock  trial,"  the  annual  banquet,  and  participation  in  the  Tri- 
Club  Debate  are  events  which  every  Agorean  anticipates  with  joy.  The  Agoreans 
enjoying  the  distinction  of  becoming  For-Agor-Ill  members  this  year  are :  Lemen 
Wells,  Charles  Neely,  Frank  Armentrout,  and  James  Hastie.

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In  accordance  with  a  tradition  familiar  to  the  grad- 
uates and  friends  of  S.  I.  N.  IT.,  the  homecoming  parade 
assembled  at  the  corner  of  Normal  and  West  Main 
Street,  November  13,  preparatory  to  making  its  itin- 
erary to  the  gridiron. 

Filing  along  in  regular  order  to  strains  of  music 
issuing  from  the  college  band,  marched  faculty,  alumni, 
and  students.  All  awaited  breathlessly  the  first  play 
which  initiated  the  Charleston-Normal  game.  Each 
member  of  this  assemblage  felt  amply  repaid  for  being 
in  attendance,  and  especially  when  several  S.  I.  N.  U. 
' '  runs ' '  terminated  in  a  victory  of  24-0,  in  favor  of  the 
maroon  and  white. 

The  revolving  years  bring  additional  features,  and 
this  time  it  brought  the  uniquely  spectacular  football 
game  between  two  teams  chosen  from  the  local  Frater- 
nity ,  Sigma  Alpha  Pi — who  can  forget  those  costumes, 
so  glittering  and  gay  ? 

It  seemed  to  last  for  an  instant,  and  the  voluminous 
smoke  belched  forth  from  the  time  keeper's  "sawed- 
off "  shot  gun,  thus  closing  the  mighty  fray. 
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Carbondale,  the  intellectual 
center  of  Southern  Illinois,  has 
been  the  center  of  our  activities 
outside  of  school  life  all  during 
the  time  that  we  have  been  in 
school  here.  Although  the  main 
part  of  our  training  comes  from 
the  school  studies  and  activities, 
much  depends  on  the  community 
in  which  we  live  while  going  to 
school.  It  is  therefore  entirely 
appropriate  for  us  to  dedicate  a 
portion  of  this  book  to  the  city 
of  Carbondale.

Carbondale  was  one  of  the  many  towns  the  impetus 
of  whose  growth  was  furnished  by  the  completion  of 
the  Illinois  Central  Railroad  in  1864.  At  this  time  the 
little  town  with  a  population  of  some  fifteen  hundred, 
presented  quite  a  different  aspect  from  the  Carbondale 
that  we  are  acquainted  with  today.  East  Main  Street 
was  occupied  by  cotton  ginning  factories  and  woolen 
mills,  and  the  space  in  front  of  the  depot  was  a  market 
place  for  the  exchange  and  shipment  of  cotton,  tobacco, 
fruits,  cereals,  and  all  the  other  products  which  came 
from  the  wealthy  region  adjacent  to  the  city. 

All  this  is  now  changed.  The  ginning  factories  have 
been  supplanted  by  other  industries,  and  the  space  in 
front  of  the  depot  has  become  a  park.  Fine,  modern, 
brick  schools  have  replaced  the  rented  wooden  struc- 
tures of  earlier  days ;  fifteen  churches  have  been  erect- 
ed ;  an  Elks  Club,  Lions,  and  Rotary  Clubs,  two  banks 
and  two  building  and  loan  associations,  four  hotels  and 
a  good  public  library  are  the  outstanding  among  many 
things  which  show  the  rapid  strides  this  city  has  made 
and  give  reason  for  the  just  pride  that  this  city  takes 
in  its  schools,  its  churches,  its  civic  and  social  institu- 
tions. 
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Granting  that  Carbondale  is  in  the  heart  of  a  rich 
region ;  that  it  is  the  hub  of  a  highway  system,  both  hard 
surfaced  and  graveled  roads  radiating  like  wheel 
spokes  to  almost  every  point  of  the  compass,  and  that 
railroad  lines  lead  from  it  in  six  directions  tapping  the 
rich  territory  around  it,  have  you  ever  considered  that, 
with  all  these  advantages,  something  still  is  necessary 
to  bring  about  the  wide  development  here  displayed? 
No  amount  of  advantage  can  be  turned  to  good  account 
without  at  least  two  things  more  which  this  city  has 
been  especially  fortunate  in  possessing — a  high  quality 
of  citizenship  and  progressive  business  leaders. 

These  same  progressive  business  leaders,  with  the 
cooperation  of  eager  and  interested  citizenry,  welded 
into  a  unit  of  constructiveness  in  the  Carbondale  Bus- 
iness Men's  Association,  have  anticipated  all  demands 
with  a  program  of  far-sighted  planning.  They  have 
truly  given  the  city  a  claim  to  proud  distinction  and  de- 
serve credit  proportional  to  the  accomplishment.
